UNION  SCHOOL.  DISTRICT  REPORT 

To  the  people  of  the  town  of  Bath,  the  following  report 
is  respectfully  submitted  : 

During  the  past  year  34  weeks  of  school  have  been  main-^ 
tained. 

Last  June,  Mr.  Leonard,  Mrs.  Johnson  and  Miss  Sutton 
resigned,  and  we  secured  a  new  force  for  1905. 

Mr.  H.  Warren  Dow,  of  Mapleton,  Me.,  a  graduate  of 
Boston  University,  was  chosen  Principal,  and  has  proved  a 
broad  minded  and  excellent  teacher. 

Miss  Burbeck,  of  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  a  teacher  of  several 
terms'  experience,  was  elected  to  teach  the  primary  depart- 
ment.     Owing  to  sickness,  she  could  teach  only  six  days. 

Miss  Marion  Minot  was  secured  as  a  substitute  and  taught 
7  2-5  weeks,  and  met  with  the  success  that   experienced 
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teachers  are  expected  to  meet.  Your  Committee  endeavor- 
ed to  engage  her  for  the  year,  but  could  not. 

Miss  Sadie  Titus,  of  Newton,  Mass.,  was  secured,  and 
began  to  teach  the  primary  school,  Nov.  13,  and  has  given 
entire  satisfaction,  as  the  progress  of  her  pupils  and  school 
work  show. 

As  all  of  last]year's  High  pupils  were  to  attend  schools  in 
other  towns,  we  began  the  fall  term  with  two  teachers. 
This  gives  four  grades  to  each  room  and  makes  an  increas- 
ed amount  of  work  for  the  teachers. 

The  winter  term  will  not  show  the  actual  work  that  has 
been  done.  The  closing  of  the  school  for  two  weeks,  on 
account  of  sickness,  caused  by  the  measles,  has  disturbed 
the  working  of  the  school  for  the  first  half  of  the  term,  and 
will  be  felt  through  the  entire  term.  The  school  is  making- 
good  progress,  and  every  parent  and  friend  of  the  scholars, 
should  visit  the  school  occasionally  and  help  both  scholars 
and  teachers.  You  could  then  see  how  much  is  being 
done,  and  what  progress  your  scholars  are  making.  The 
teachers  would  see  that  you  were  interested  in  their  work 
and  be  encouraged  to  do  their  best.  Let  each  one  visit  the 
school  at  least  once  during  a  term. 

We  would  urge  that  the  scholars  attend  school  regularly. 
Why  not  have  them  reap  the  full  benefit  of  the  school? 
The  loss  to  them  can  not  be  replaced,  and  the  habit  of 
steady  application,  is  of  untold  value  to  a  pupil  and  will 
help  them  all  through  their  after  life. 

The  soiled  and  smoky  condition  of  all  the  rooms  on  the 
ground  floor  has  been  changed  by  kalsomining  the  walls 
and  ceilings.  This  gives  a  better  light  and  the  rooms  are 
certainly  in  a  far  more  healthful  condition. 

The  desks  and  wood  work,  in  these  rooms,  need  re-var- 
nishing. Also,  the  outside  of  the  buildings  should  be 
painted.  The  cost  increases  with  each  year  of  neglect, 
and  both  of  these  repairs  should  be  done  this  year.
